In 1848 he was married to Oath-
srine M Lolwpiog, in Germany, be a
short time after coming to America,
workiong aronnd Omahba sud Fremont
and after sending for his wife in 1869
oame to this section of Nebraska,
Five children were born to Mr and Mrs
Betoke, Mrs Jennie Isenburg, Mrs
Julin Eckerman, William and Oliarles
of Emeraon and August of Woonsook-
ot, all of whom with the deceasod’s
widow were here at his death, whieh
ocoured at 10 o’clook Tuesdwny evening,

vioe president of the Bionx Oity Brick
and Tile compsny, and Phomas W
Green, sovs, bad started to the bed-
side, They were notifled of their
father's desth while anroute to Tampa.
A telegram received from O F Green
stated he would proceed to Chitla-
nooga, Tenn, where he would meet
the funeral party, Thomss W Green,
who was at Qorpuns Christi, Tex, is
expeoted to come direot to Bioux City.
The body probably will arrive in Bioux
Oity Monday morning. Arrangementa
for the funeral have not been made.
Besides the widow, the soas O F Green
and Thomas W Green, aud dsughters,
Mrs Everist and Benetta, two other
dsughters survive Mr Green. They
are Mrs William Riley, of Des Moines,
and Mme Ella Green, of the Conveut
of the Snored Heart, Phillndelphin.
Mr Green was born in Ireland in 1887
and immigrated to this country with
his parents, Mr and Mrs Patrick Green,
and settled in Twunton, Mass, The
elder Green was a farmer ia the old
oounkry and, desiring to get a farm of
his own, he moved his family to Dixon
county, Neb, and took a elaim on
Bouth creek, near Ponca, in the spriog
of 1857, six months before $he land
wae anrveyed by the government, The
son stayed with his parents until the
following spring, when he left home.
He wentto Bt Joseph, Mo, stayiog
about a year, and then to Natohez,
Miss. At these two places he learned
the trade of brickmaking. While
working at Natoches the oivil war broke
out aud Mr Green entered the confed-
erate army, 1o whioh he served until
taken prisoner ut Mission ridge. The

risoners were taken to Rock Island,

II. Mr Green was amoog the 8,000
oolleoted thore at the time, A regi-
ment was organized for service on Lhe
plains ugainst the Indiave., It was
called the Third United Statesa volun-
teer infautry. Mr Green was sergeant
of Compuny B in this regiment, and
served aotil honorably mustered wut
in the fall of 1866, He went to Den-
ver, Colo, in 1866 and resumed his
old budiness of maoufaturivg briok,
He, in partnership with & man named
Watkins, buroed the first brick ever
made in Boulder City, Colo. After
varied experiences of success apd re-
verses in Uolorado, Mr Green came to
Bioax City io the spring of 1869 wnd
went ioto the briok business uear
Gireenville, The plant was lucated
back of the old Greenville house in
Hecond street between Oliarles street
and Fairmont avenue. Dwellings now
have been orected on Lhe site of the
brick works, In Novémber, 1886, Mr
CGreen with O F Hoyt, H Huerth, O R
Murks und W M BStevens orgaaized
the Bioux Oity Brick and Tile Works,
ons of the largest brick plantsin Iowa.
The output of the plant was never less
than 1,000,000 bricke & month, Mr
Green, at the time of the ingorporation,
was treasurcr and superintendent of
the plant, Later he sssumed the
t denoy and general managership,

ast full he retired from the compauy
when it was consolideted with the
Olay Products company, The compa-
ny operated kilos at Bpringdale and
North Riverside, Mr Green was mar-
ried May 8, 1876, to Miss Helena
O'Connor, daughter of Capt O'Counnor,
of Homer, Neb, He was a member of
the Oatholio church and was & repub-
lican in politios. L]

PERILS AMONG
FALSE BRETHREN

$t. Paul's Experiences Dupli-
cate the Master's.

Jesus’ Footstep Followers Wounded In
the House of Their Friends—The Phi-
losophy of the Matter—How to Re-
ceive Buch Experiences—Why They
Are Permitted — The Results They
Serve—S8pecial Perile Today.

Ottnwan,
Marech 30.—Pastor
Russell, who since
his Jast visit has
many friends here,
arrived again this
morning, As usu-
nl, the Inrgest nn-
ditorlum was en-
gaged for him, We
report one of his
nddresses, from St.
Paul's words:
‘Perlls among
false brethren,” (2
He sald:

Corinthians 11:26.)
8t. Paul was fully devoted to the

Master and His cause. Hlis faithful.
ness brought many trying experiences.
He served Chbrist to such an extent
that many counted him a fool. Those
who opposed his (eachings often ralsed
A tumuit and blamed him for it. in or-
der to bring him into disrepute.

Nevertheless, he rejolced in all such
experiences. None of these things
moved him from faithfulness to his
Master, whose servants he had perse
cuted before his eyes were opened. He
recounts various perils from robbers,
from Jews, from heathen, in the city,
in the wilderness, on the sen. He winds
up the list with the words of our text,
“perils among false brethren.”

The question arises, “Were these suf-
ferings deserved?' Surely not! St
Paul was a noble character and bore
dhe Messdge of God's grace in Christ.
Then comes the question, “If his suof-
ferings were not punishments, what
were they?’ ‘We reply that, like the
Masicr's, they were evidences of 17y-
alty to God and of the darkness of the
world, which led men to persecute bim.

Darkness Hates the Light.

The Master declared that He stood
for the principles of light, rightecus-
ness, truth; ‘while Satan stands for
darkness, blindness, superstition. All
children of the light must be uncompro-
mising In attitode toward wrong.
Therefore the world hates them and
says all manner- of evil against them
falsely, Yea, men will feel that they
serve God when they slay the right-
eous, whether literally, as with Jesus
and 8t. Paul, or by ‘‘shooting out ar-
rows, even bitter words,” the more
popular present-day method.

But some will say, “Times have
changed! Today our ministers are rev-
erenced. No one thinks of persecuting
them. All men speak well of them,
Those not spoken well of today must
in some way be unworthy.”

How strange that we should forget!
In Jesus' day did any traduce the chief
priests and Pharisees? Were they not
spoken of highly and reverenced? But
the Master and His disciples were not
popular. According to their own rec-
ord they were styled “the filth and off-
scouring of the earth.” The Master
said that whoever persecuted them
would feel that he did God service. As
Jesus told some in His day, “Ye gar-
nish the sepulchres of those whom your
fathers slew, yet ye do their works.”
8o today many extol the Lord and the
Apostles and denounce their persecu-
tors, while similarly they persecute.

The Master was a Jew. The Jews
were His brethren according to the
flesh. Yet they hated Him without a
¢ause, persecuted Him and finally cru-
ciled Him. But S8t. Paul lived after
Pentecost, and had Christinn brethren,
begotten of the Holy BSpirit, fellow-
members of the Body of Christ. Jesus
had none such. “Of the people there
were none with Him.”

Bt. Paul knew the bitterness of per-
secution from false brethren—the cli-
max of all his perils, We may be sure
that such experiences were most difi-
cult to bear, for they came from breth-
ren of the closest possible relationship
—fellow-members of the body of Christ.

The Godly Suffer Persecution,

All falthful followers of Jesus bave
persecutions. These come from every
quarter; but none are wore croel than
those fromx Ohristian brethren. Dis-
putes between Christians bave been
very bitter. History demonstrates this
fact. Heretio Lecame the most obnox-
jous word In the dictionary. Nothing
waa too bad to do against a heretic,

Thank God for the advancement
made in Christian sympathy! No long-
er can civillzed people take pleasure in
tortures, burnings, ete. The general
seuntiment no longer appreclates or tol-
erates physical torture. But who can
dispute that mental torture is equally
severe? In our day there are more re-
fined ways of persecuting, torturing,
etc., open to false brethren.

Evil-speaking, evil-surmising, slan-
ders, nmbiguous suggestions, etc., can
be applied to the followers of Jesus to-
day.
